The new state law permit- 
ting bulk fruit shipments after 
maturity inspections would govern 
only fruit moved by truck in Flor- 
ida.

On College Salaries 
TALLAHASSEE — The Tampa 


Tribune reported Tuesday night 
that Gov, Fuller Warren has rap- 


Ped the state board of control for]; 


authorizing salary -increases for 
Personnel at Florida’s state- sup- 
Ported colleges at a time when 
other agencies are cutting employ- 
es off the payroll. 

The governor's criticism, con- 
tained in a letter to board of con- 
trol Chairman Thomas Gurney, 
was brought on by several articles 
by a Tribune staff writer report- 
ing ‘the college payfincreases. 

The writer, Jim Powell, report- 
ed in an article today that 1,072 
persons at the university were 
drawing increases totaling $39,000 
a month. - 

Powell did not have the exact 
figures on increases at Florida 
State and Florida A. and M: 

The Tribune quoted the gov- 
ernor’s letter to Gurney as fol- 
lows:. 

“It seems to-me that the state, 
which largély supports our insti- 
tutions, has at present a financial 
crisis that does not permit putting 


Policies which normally might be 
properly ‘adopted. 

“I.am not unmindful that there 
are many teachers in our institu- 
tions who are not paid adediiately. 
Furthermore, I realize that if sal-
